TOWN WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Troy in the County of 
Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in the Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in Said Town 
on Tuesday, the 14th of March, next at 10:00 in the forenoon for 
balloting upon matters specified in Article 1 and Article 2, listed 
below, and you are hereby further notified to meet at the Troy 
Elementary School on Wednesday, the 15th day of March next at 7:30 PM 
to act upon the remainder of the listed Warrant. 


Article 1. To bring in your votes for one Selectman for 
three years, and for all other town officers elected by ballot, as 
passed by Town Meeting, or State Statute for the specified number of 
years. 


Article 2. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:43-b and 
43-c for expanded exemptions on real estate which privide for a 
resident 65 years of age up to 75, a $5,000 exemption; a resident 75 
years of age up to 80, a $10,000 exemption; a resident 80 years of 
age or older, a $20,000 exemption, provided that the resident owns 
the real estate individually or jointly with another or his spouse 
with whom he has been living for at least 5 years as man and wife; 
said resident had a net income of less that $7,000 or combined in- 
come with spouse of less than $9,000; and owns assets of any kind, 
tangible or intangible, less bona fide encumbrances, not in excess 
of $50,000. (By Ballot) 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate such sums of money as may be necessary to defrary the following 
Town expenditures for the ensuing year.

Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $2,600 for the dog officer. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $45,000 for highway summer and winter maintenance. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of 
$399.39 to which the State will contribute $2,662.61 if voted and 
accepted, for the construction of Class V roads. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to accept $1,207 
from the New Hampshire Resources and Economic Development office for 
improved rescue and fire defense for the Town of Troy. This will be 
matched by an equal amount from the Fire Department appropriation. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $14,3000 for the support of the Fire Department. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $32,500 for the support of the Police Department. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise $4,500 
for the District Nurses Association. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise $23,000 
for the Water Department. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise $1,626 to 
support the operating costs of the Cheshire Hospital. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote and appropriate 
$7,000 for the continuation of the War Memorial Program. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $4,800 for the Gay-Kimball Library. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1,000 for the care of the cemeteries. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote $15,000 for Old Age 
Assistance and Public Welfare. | 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote $619 for the sup- 
port of the Monadnock Regional Association. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote $850 for the sup- 
port of the Monadnock Family & Mental Health Service. 
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Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,360 for the studies and operation of the South- 
western New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to reclassify 
Bigelow Hill Road from Class 6 to Class 5 as far as the Waryasz 
property. (By petition.) 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to accept the most 
recent amendment to RSA 33:3 amended by Chapter 45 of the 1977 
Legislature. This authorizes the Trustees of the Trust Funds to 
make a summary report rather than a full detail. However, all gifts, 
legacies and devises will be reported the year they are received. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
$5,000 for an expansion of the Fire Department using labor from the 
Fire Department and other sources and authorize the withdrawal of 
the amount required for this purpose from the Revenue Sharing Fund 
established under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance 
Act of 1972 as admended. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
$2,500 to supplement the budget of the Library and authorize the 
withdrawal of the amount required for this purpose from the Revenue 
“Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972 as admended. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
$2,000 for the War Memorial Recreation Program and authorize the 
withdrawal of the amount required for this purpose from the Revenue 
Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972 as amended. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
$2,000 for Town Hall repairs and authorize the withdrawal of the 
amount required for this purpose from the Revenue Sharing Fund 
established under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance 
Act of 1972 as amended. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
$6,000 to complete the landfill and close the old dump to meet State 
specifications and authorize the withdrawal of the amount required 
for this purpose from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the 
provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 as amended. 


Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
$2,000 to develop a program for the elderly and authorize the with- 
drawal of the amount required for this purpose from the Revenue 
Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972 as amended. 


Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and 
authorize the withdrawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund established 
under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 
as amended for use as setoffs against the budgeted appropriations 
for the following specific purposes and in the amounts indicated 
herewith or take any other action hereon: 


a. Highway $2,000 
b. Fire Department $2,000 
c. Police Department $1,000 
d. Town Officers' Expenses $1,000 
e. Town Poor $2,000 


Article 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate and authorize the withdrawal of this sum for this purpose 
from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of 
the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 as amended for the Capital 
Reserve Funds for the following specific purposes and in the amounts 
indicated herewith or take any other action hereon: 


a. Fire Department $5,000 
b. Highway Department $5,000

Article 30. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
$5,000 for a new cruiser when the present cruiser needs to be re- 
placed and authorize the withdrawal of $4,450 required for this pur- 
pose from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions 
of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 as amended. Money 
needed in excess of $4,450 will come from the sale of the cruiser 
and, if necessary, from the existing police budget. 


Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to transfer the reservoir property, located in the Town 
of Jaffrey, to the Society for the Protection of New Hampshire 
Forest, provided a covenant is in the deed to keep the property as 
is and grant the Town of Troy sole water rights in perpetuity. 


Article 32. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell the 14+ acres, formerly the Arvi Maattala property, 
or any other town property, for industrial development and to 
establish and appoint an industrial development advisory committee 
to work with the Selectmen in negotiations. 


Article 33. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to enact an ordinance that will require smoke detectors in 
all dwellings started after July 1, 1978; and in all present multiple 
family dwellings before July 1, 1979. 


Article 34. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to enact an ordinance that will require inspection by the 


Fire Chief and the Overseer of the Poor of a dwelling before it is 
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approved for welfare payments. 


Article 35. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to enact an ordinance establishing reasonable fees for 
building permits. 


Article 36. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to enact an ordinance that will require dog owners to pay 
all expenses incurred of the dog officer in enforcing existing 
ordinances and laws. 


Pet Clee eo Seen ta Lies Lown Will voce EO; auLhoLizes the 
Selectmen to accept and expend any gifts, grants, legacies or de- 
vises offered the Town. 


Article 38 . To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for Federal funds with the assistance of the New 
Hampshire Department of Resources and Economic Development. 


Article 39. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money to pay charges and the interest thereon. 


Article 40. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell tax deeded property in compliance with the latest 
changes made by the 1977 Legislature. 


Article 41, To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $650 to cover the cost of a soil survey of the 
Town of Troy. The Selectmen are hereby authorized to administer 
these funds, 


Article 42. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell the police cruiser at private sale or bid and to 
expend the proceeds for a new cruiser, 


Article 43. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen in consultation with the Board of Engineers of the Fire 
Department to prepare an ordinance governing the safe construction 
of new chimneys. 


Article 44, To hear reports of committees, agents or 
officers heretofore chosen and take any action relative.

Again we wish to thank the residents of Troy for their con- 
tinued efforts to make the town a better and more attractive place 
to live. We have just enjoyed one of the quietest and most pleasant 
year for some time. It is hoped that all will seriously continue in 
their effort to make this the best small town in the Monadnock 
Region, 


The major project for 1977 was the closing of the burning 
dump at the close of day on Tuesday, 29 November. On Saturday, 3 
December a landfill was opened to mark a new day in the town of 
Troy. The days the landfill is open are fewer but very few com- 
plaints have been registered as everyone realizes that each day is 
a function of cost. The cooperation of all people in the town has 
been gratefully received by the landfill committee. The men on 
this committee have spent many hours to determine the best course 
of action for the least amount for the best service to you. 


Plans for the Troy sewage plant are almost complete. A 
successful 75% completion review was held with state officials on 
6 February. The overall Ashuelot Valley Sewage Association project 
has been delayed one year. Troy construction will be first and 
should commence this fall. 


The Troy Emergency Ambulance Service, Incorporated (TEASI) 
continues to provide service primarily to Fitzwilliam and Troy. 
All should be thankful for the devoted efforts of the volunteers. 
We are again reminded that the service operates strictly on dona- 
tions. Please help when you can, 


Through the untiring effort of Selectman Bill Matson, the 
town has received two large trucks, one small truck, a water tank, 
a 60 KW generator and a 5 KW generator, last but not least was a 
huge TD18 bulldozer. All of this equipment was free government 
surplus. Through these acquisitions the town has been saved a con- 
siderable amount of money. 


Our thanks to the Troy Civic Association (Concerned Citi- 
zens) for their sponsorship of Bingo. This group has continued to 
provide many improvements to the Town Hall and help to various 
departments. They have done a terrific job and our heartfelt 
thanks are extended to each and everyone, Read their report for 
full appreciation. 


The two bottom steps of the town hall were concrete. These 
always crumbled regardless of repeated efforts to patch them. They 
have been replaced with good New Hampshire granite and should "see 
us all through.'' There is also a heavy duty rail to help those of

us who need it. 


We continue to receive many calls from happy residents over 
the peaceful atmosphere we now have in the town. We again express 
our appreciation to the police department for their dedicated ef- 
forts.

Designed 
aS a resource to serve established cottage industry and larger 
industry as well as those wishing to start their own business and 
students, the collection, unique for a public library, will include 
standard works in accounting and business arithmetic, labor, manage- 
ment, taxes and other related topics. At present reference books, 
handbooks and tape casettes are on the shelves. Business Week and 
Fortune are among the current magazines received. 


Several volumes of Troy town reports covering the years 
1890 through 1899 and 1920 through 1969 have been bound together 
for better preservation and easier access, 


Mrs. Lynn (Robert) Smith continues the preschool story hour 
held on the third Wednesday of every month at 1:30. Mrs. Dorothy 
Olsen serves as volunteer reader. The program is open to every 
child between the ages of approximately 3 to 6 years. Anyone who 
would like to read or tell stories to the children is invited to 
contact either the library or Mrs. Smith. 


Two second hand tables were purchased. An old fashioned 
library table now serves as the check-out desk and another one is 
available for use of patrons and students. The oak table which was 
too large for practical use in the fiction room has been returned to 
town hall. 


Revenue sharing funds were used for carpeting and better 
lighting in the Howe-Haskell children's room. This year, revenue 


sharing funds are earmarked for library operating expenses.

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REPORT OF TROY WATER WORKS 


eel 


To the Taxpayers and Water Users: 


The bitter winter of 76-77 caused much grief to the Water 
Department and to the water users. We had many freeze-ups. The ice 
was thick on the reservoir and the stream coming down the mountain 
which feeds the reservoir all but froze solid which caused a short- 
age of water. In mid-summer it was so dry that for three weeks we 
had to pump from our well to keep the reservoir filled enough for 
water users and for fire protection. 


Our watershed and reservoir are in the town of Jaffrey. 
Two years ago, we had to pay $387.87 in taxes to Jaffrey. For the 
past two years, we have had to pay over $1400.00 a year. The Water 
Commissioners and Selectmen went over to see the Jaffrey Selectmen 
about the increase in taxes. Between the State of New Hampshire 
appraisers and the Jaffrey Selectmen, we received a small abatement, 
but we are still paying almost $1,400 in property taxes a year. 


We worked on the reservoir this past spring. When the water 
was all drained out of the reservoir, we saw that the dam has some 
large cracks and the water side of it is starting to deteriorate. 

So this spring, we will be back at it again, working on the reser- 
voir. We plan to have six inches of concrete poured on the face of 
the dam which should stop the deteriorating. 


We are now using 70.2 gallons of water per minute every 24 
hours a day. At peak times, we are using close to 100 gallons per 
minute, During last spring's repair, we used 62.5 gallons per 
minute every 24 hours. So, we are asking the water users to please 
be more thoughtful during this spring's repair time at the reservoir 
or we will really be in trouble. 


The way we are now, we feel that in the middle of a hard 
winter or a dry summer, we will run out of water. 


This coming year, we are planning to have some test wells 
dug with hopes that next year we can have one more well that will 
give us at least 60 gallons per minute. Our existing well produces 
67 gallons a minute. We are in contact with three companies about 
another well.

In effect, all and any water must be 99% pure with a minimum 
level of arsenic, barium, cadmium, chromium, lead, mercury, nitrate, 
solenium, silver, fluoride, endrin, lindane, etc. plus natural 
radionuclides and organic materials. 


To the people that have their own water supply: Have you 
had your water analyzed lately? It would be a good idea! 


We feel that eventually with two wells and the reservoir and 
a treatment facility, we will be safe and have plenty of water. 


From the Camp-Dresser & McKee report even with a storage 
tank of any size, the water must be pure to be used. In 1949 just a 
200,000 gallon storage tank would cost Troy $56,600 and hooked up 
and working $198.000. 


The latest thing is that President Carter says we will have 
filtered water by using charcoal. As yet, we have no information 
on this.

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PUBLIC WELFARE DEPARTMENT 


The budget for this department is difficult to control. The 
rules governing who may receive welfare and how much each must be 
given are set by the State, not the Town Government. Also out of 
this budget, must be paid 50% of the Aid to the Totally and Perma- 
nently Disabled (APTD) and 50% of Old Age Assistance (OAA) and 
approximately 19% of the intermediate nursing care for Troy residents 
who are covered by these programs. 


It is not possible to predict what these costs will be, or 
how many people will require assistance; therefore, it is difficult 
to set a figure for the budget. 


The Welfare regulations state that any person applying for 
public welfare may be offered a job within his capabilities and if 
he refuses any such job he loses his rights to any welfare, 


In order to save money and receive some value for the money 
we must spend, all able bodied young unemployed men who applied for 
welfare were given jobs in the Town Highway Dept. Most of them never 
showed up for work, thereby removing themselves from the welfare 
roles. Young women who were receiving aid did several cleaning jobs 
at the Town Hall and at the library. This work policy will continue 
in the future. 


In the past year 3/7 families have been given aid for a total 
of $8,811.53. Payments to the State for the Town share of APTD, 
OAA, and nursing care were $5,458.07, for a total of $14,791.29. 

Iwo refunds were received from people who had received aid; 
one was for $10.00 and the other was for $121.91. This resulted in 
a total expenditure for the year of $14,659.38. 

Total amount appropriated for the year: $13,500.00.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ENGINEERS 
OF THE TROY FIRE DEPARTMENT 


As we review the fire calls for 1977 and the start of ex- 
penditures for 1978, the months of December and January in particular 
saw the department respond to seven chimney fires, and two facts 
stand out. 


(1) Wood stoves are becoming more popular to help offset the 
cost of fuel oil or electric heat. This in turn has brought about 
an increase in the number of chimney fire and smoke investigations 
calls. 


Helping to make matters worse are the facts; chimneys are 
being built without cleanouts, vent pipes passing through walls do 
not have thimbles around them and stoves being placed too close to 
walls having no heat shields. 


A 36" space between any wall is desirable but may be reduced 
if a heat shield is used. The vent pipe should be eighteen inches 
down from the ceiling or have an installed heat shield over it. The 
chimneys should be cleaned often. This is also a good time to in- 
spect the chimney looking for deterioration of the motar, loose 
bricks or other potential problems. 


A pamphlet is available at the fire station for the safe 
operation of wood stoves. It is called "Don't Lose Lives Saving 
Energy'' and it describes the safe installation of a wood stove. 


(2) T.E.A.S.I. has reduced the number of rescue calls re- 
ceived by the department. This in turn has allowed us to reduce the 
payroll budget for 1978. The volunteers who served with T.E.A.S.I. 
have performed an important service to the citizens of Troy. 


The department through the Board of Selectmen will be seek- 
ing to have two town ordinances passed; one dealing with the con- 
struction of chimneys and the installation of wood stoves. The 
second ordinance will require the installation of heat and smoke 
detectors in new homes started after July 1, 1978; apartment houses 
will have to have them installed by July 1, 1979. 


Space for the storage of equipment and apparatus has been a 
problem for the past few years. We are requesting funds to add on 
to the back of the building in this year's town warrant. We hope 
you understand the need for this addition and will support it.

In reflecting back on the past year, it should be noted that 
the town of Troy has police problems unlike those of similar size 
towr's in that most crimes are those against people as opposed to 
crimes against property. This is usually the case in towns/cities 
much larger than Troy. 


This alone has resulted in a high level of court activity 
which is costly, time consuming, and makes many demands upon both 
full and part time officers. This and other demands on‘the police 
department are proportionate to the towns growth; it also requires 
versatility and awareness, on the part of the officer, of current 
and potential situations.

As for the coming year, one of our goals is to improve ac- 
cessability of the police department to the public. The officer on 
duty cannot always be in the office to answer the incoming calls, 
especially when we are asked to make ourselves more visible on the 
road. I'm sure you can understand the delemma we face in this 
situation, specifically given our limited manpower. So far we have 
been fortunate enough to have a secretary in our office daily, these 
services being paid for through another program, namely CETA. 
Therefore, I ask that we all make a special effort to call the 
police department in regards to police business, and when questions 
arise about other departments, please call that department. Also, 
if you need an officer immediately, please remember to dial 352-1100 
as radio communication is much quicker and more direct than the 
telephone, especially if the officer on duty is in the cruiser and 
not the office. 


Another goal is to update our radio communication equipment, 
as much of our current equipment is out dated. By trading this in 
before it has been worn out, the town will realize maximum benefit 
from these items by helping to decrease the price of a newly 
purchased item; it will also give the officer more efficient com- 
munication system with which to serve the public. 


I do hope that in the coming year that more people will 
realize the importance of an efficient and decent police force. I 
also wish to thank those who have supported and assisted the entire 


De 


police department in the past year, from law enforcement to social 
activities. And many thanks to the men who comprise our police 
department; without them my job would be an impossible task.

Our fifty-seventh year proved to be a working year. We 
started off with a slate of new officers. President, Dorothy E. 
Graham; Vice President, Lynn Eaton; Secretary, Barbara Larrabee; 
Treasurer, Barbara Daniels; Board of Directors, Katherine Chase, 
Dorothy Smith, Ina Clark, Winona Girouard, Delores Vose and Janet 
Smith. 


Immunization clinics were held in the months of April, May, 
and June with attendance of seventeen, sixteen, and five children 
respectively receiving the vaccine. Why so few participants? 


An outbreak of "Strep Throats" the first two months brought 
about a throat culture clinic which was held at the school and well 
attended. 


While our nurse was busy with the clinics, she also had an 
increase of home visits including 334 visits to Fitzwilliam who has 
contracted our services for many years. Visits in Troy were 533. 


The Concerned Citizens Group presented a gift to our associ- 
ation of a well needed blood pressure manometer, adult and child 
cuffs and a stethoscope. 


Todays nurse must keep abreast of constant changes in her 
profession, therefore our nurse has attended meetings of educational 
value, inservice programs, and association meetings. 


We are participants of the Medicare program, therefore we 
must comply with their standards of practice or conditions of par- 
ticipation. A surveyor/consultant visits the office two or more 
times during the year and determines whether the agency will be 
certified. One of the conditions is that the agency will have an 
administrator, supervisor, and staff nurse, The nurse in the one 
nurse agency such as in Troy must be responsible for the three 
functions. This does put more work into her schedule. Another 
condition is that a substitute nurse be available on a yearly basis 
for insured continuity of patient care services. At present we do 
not have one. These are only two from a long list of standards 
which have been established to ensure quality care. 


The visiting nurse provides skilled nursing care in addition 
to assisting in the medical care prescribed by the physician. She 
is acquainted with areas of health resources and effective ways to 
use them. It is the policy of the agency to give home health care 
to all individuals who request and need services. 
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Fees were collected through Medicare, Medecaid, insurance 
companies, communicable disease control, veterans administration and 
patients. The fees are eight dollars for home visits and four 
dollars for an office visit. The agency has had to absorb the 
difference between actual cost per visit and partial payment, or 
patients total inability to pay any portion of the fee. The year's 
patient fee deficit has been $1356.00 for Troy and $561.00 for 
Fitzwilliam. In instances where the patient has no source of pay- 
ment there is no charge, 


During the year we had four speakers. Topics were "Update - 
Cancer", "The Public Health Nurse", 'Homemakers and Home Health Aide 
Program, and "Woman, Infants and Children; better known as the 
W.I.C. program." We voted to join the W.I.C. program. Attendance 
was poor and it is hoped that more people will participate in the 
future. 


The Home Health Agency Task Force was formed including the 
surrounding small agencies. At the present time the steering 
committee is studying the possibility of forming a new agency to 
serve the county towns. This new agency might consolidate small 
agencies to allow for centralized administration and extension of 
services and service hours.

The second year of the Concerned Citizens of Troy has been 
very productive. We have continued in our efforts to assist the 
town wherever this assistance was needed. 


One of our concerns has been in helping to maintain and im- 
prove the Town Hall. Together with the Troy Community Theatre we 
purchased 100\folding aluminum chairs and later we added 12 tables 
and 50 more chairs. On two separate occasions we had some electri- 
cal wiring done in the building. On the first occasion we worked, 
once again, with the Theatre to make some electrical improvements in 
the hall itself, but when it was discovered that more problems 
existed throughout the building the Concerned Citizens hired and 
electrician to rewire the trouble areas and make some new installa- 
tions. We feel that the $2300 was well spent. 


We also, during this past year have donated to various 
groups and organizations of the town. The requests have been quite 
varied. We presented the Troy Fire Department with a new nozzle, 
the Troy Visiting Nurse a new blood pressure cuff which is equipped 
to handle children as well as adults, the Troy Police Department 
with a cash donation to help with their turkey raffle, and we have 
also donated a piece of equipment to T.E.A.S.I. 


During this past year we tried to do something for the 
young people of Troy, as well. We presented the Troy Elementary 
School with a new bookcase and donated several new pieces of equip- 
ment to the War Memorial Program. We helped to make Christmas a 
little brighter for some of our less fortunate families with food 
and toys and sent some of the Boy Scouts to summer camp. Our year 
ended with a most successful Bridge of Joy for the children at 
Christmas. 


We can only look back on the year 1977 as a huge success 
and look forward to 1978. Our executive board for 1978 is Mary 
Raitto, Judith Hakala, Joan Wilber, Margaret Steinbeck, and Ruth 
Gladding. Anyone interested in our organization is invited to 
attend our meetings which are held on the last Monday of the month,

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REPORT OF TROY PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board meets regularly on the first and third 
Tuesdays of each month at 7:30 p.m. in the Town Hall. Residents 
and taxpayers of the town are always welcome. 


During the past year the board has continued to work closely 
with the Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission 
toward development of a Master Plan for the town. 


A survey consisting of twenty questions was prepared, dis- 
tributed, collected and tabulated by the Planning Board during the 
year and the following appear to be the general sentiments of 
residents of the town: 


An overwhelming majority are satisfied with the government, 
wish to keep this a rural town and are in favor of tight zoning 
regulations to accomplish it but would not be willing to pay higher 
taxes to maintain it; are hopeful that population growth will be 
slight to moderate, centered in the Village District and recognize 
that excessive growth will cause an increased demand on town 
services; are heavily in favor of increased light industry to be 
centered in the Village or adjacent areas. 


The opinions expressed by the citizens of Troy, through 
their answers to our survey are basic criteria to be used in 
further development of the Master Plan. 


BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Board of Adjustment was established to hear petitions 
for variances and special exceptions to the zoning ordinance, and to 
issue the permits for Mobile Home Parks. 


The Board holds regular business meetings four times per 
year at 7:30 p.m. on the second Tuesday of January, April, July and 
October. Hearings for variances and special exceptions are held 
upon request, 


All meetings and hearings are open to the public and every- 
one is urged to attend. 


During the past year tne Board has granted one variance and 
five special exceptions and denied one special exception.

It was voted to 
put $1,000 in a Capital Reserve Fund for the Police Department.

Article 39. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $650. to be placed in a Capital Reserve Fund to 
partially cover the cost of a soil survey of the Town of Troy.

This was 
passed. 


Article 40. To hear reports of committees, agents or 
officers heretofore chosen and take any action relative.

He suggested the Town adopt a resolution in opposition to the pro- 
posed 1977-78 budget. The Town voted in favor of adopting a 
resolution in opposition to the proposed 1977-78 budget.
